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This list includes all books of fiction in our library at the pres- 
ent time. Books which are added during the current year may be 
drawn for two weeks only; the drawing may not be renewed as in 
the case of other books. Each book is stamped plainly with the 
date of accession. 

The task of reclassifying the library — changing to the Dewey- 
Cutter system — was begun the first of May, and the fiction is now 
completed. As other classes are re-classified and finished, it is 
expected that lists of each will be printed, on the same plan as this. 
In the meantime, our card catalogue which will be in shape soon 
for the public use will show all accessions of new fiction which may 
be made from time to time, and also, the titles of all books as they 
are re-classified, with the new call numbers. 

Books may be drawn by residents of the city and school district 

over 14 years of age, and all pupils of the grammar grades and the 

high school.
